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SOME SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


—Republicanism in the United 
States is menaced by two dangers. 
Secialist ideas are rapidly being en- 
grafted upon our population. The 
American Socialists have a strong or- 
ganization, with branches in almost 
every state in the Union. There are 
six million Germans in this country, 
of whem a considerable percentage are 
Socialists. Several of the most noted 
leaders of this party have recently ar- 
rived in the United States. Bismarck 
has made it his policy in Germany to 
secretly bring about the emigration of 
dangerous men te America. The So- 
cialists last year held a cenventien in 
an eastern city and adopted a platform 
that embraces all the ideas of com- 
munism. They aim to confiscate all 
private property for the use of the 
community; to have the whole busi- 
ness of the country transferred to the 
government, to be administered for 
the common benefit. The Working- 
men’s party in California openly repu- 
diates communism. But among the 
men whe compose a majerity ef that 
“party there is a marked leaning to- 
wards Socialism. The Secialists in 
America have able, educated leaders. 
The movement is not confined te the 
fereign element of the population. 
Among the American factery opera- 
tives of New England towns Socialis- 
tic dectrines are known to have taken 
root. They subscribe for Socialistic 
newspapers. In this political move- 
ment lies danger to the iustitutiens of 
the United States. 


— The large corporations, the great 
land owners, the moneyed men, the 
property class as a whole, have dis- 
covered the signs of coming trouble. 
Ameng them is growing a sentiment 
in favor of what is called a strong 
government. The wealthy class favor 
Grantism. They desire to add to the 
power of the national administration. 
They fear that the foreign element in 
the community will work mischief. 
They are begiuning to distrust Demo- 
cracy, to doubt the success ef Repub- 
licanism in America. The property 
class are inclined towards a strong, or 
in other words,a despotic govern- 
ment. Republicanism is exposed to 
attack from both sides; it is threaten- 
ed by Communism on the one hand, 
and on the other by the demands of 
the property holders who seek for pre- 
tection in a stronger goverament. 


— Perhaps it is yet tvo early te dis- 
cuss this matter, but we think not 
The subject is recciving attentios from 
many of the deepest thinkers in the 
country. A recent number of the 
North American Review contained a 
long article un this topic. The rise of 
Socialism has been rapid, and its pro- 
will not be slow. Ignorant poor inen 
are easily fascinated by its doctrines. 
Socialism appeals te the sympathies of 
the laboring class. It is not a ques- 
tien of the existence of danger, but 
the problem is how best to meet and 
avert it. Some newspapers centent 
themselves with \denunciation of the 
men who advocate the new doctrine, 
and indulge in copious abuse of the 
foreigners among us. Such a method 
but adds to the strength ef the move- 
ment. John Stuart Mill, at the time 
of his death, was engaged in a work 
‘-@n Communism, and some fragments 
of it have recently been published. 
His calm and logical mind-saw the 
force of the agitation, and per- 
ceived that it had some just founda- 
tion. But he peinted out that, while 
the labering class had grievances, they 
would find no remedy for them in So- 
cialism. 


— Passing over, for the present, the 
fallacies upon which are based the the- 
ories of communism, the futility of the 
agitation is best shown by demonstrat- 
ing its impracticability. Communism 
says that there is no right of property ; 
that all land and all property must be 
divided among the people. How can 
this division be made? Shall the

the adult population? Who then 
shall receive, as his portion, a lot at 
the north pole, and whe a lot under 
the equator? Who shali have a city let, 
and who one in the wilderness? And 
if the adults divide all the preperty, 
what shall the minors have when they 
come of age? No division of property 
can ever be made, for the simple reason 
that there can never be devised any 
basis of allotment to which all would 
agree. No basis of division could be 
equitable. 

—Some Socialists do not advocate a 
division. They argue that all property 
should be held by the community for 
the common use and benefit ef the peo- 
ple. Here again is an impracticabel 
scheme. There are an infinite number 
ef occupations among mes, all neces- 
sary for the goed of the community. 
Who shall hoe the corsa, and who shal! 
be the treasurer of the Commune? And 
if, by any possibility, the work of the 
cemmunity could be so divided as to 
give satisfaction, how shall the cem- 
pensation of each occupation be fixed? 
Shall the rag-picker draw the same pay 
as the physician, and shall Ah Sin re- 
ceive the same compensation as Her- 
bert Spencer? If not, what shall be 
the basis of remuneration, and who 
shall fix upon that basis? Thus, in 
whatever way the doctrines of Social- 
ism are examined, they prove to be 
Utopian, impossible ef prectical ap- 
plication. 

—As for Republican government, 
it is the form which secures the most 
liberty. Majority gevernment is more 
equitable than the rule of a minority. 
No government can be absolutely just. 
Republics are formed en.the principle 
that all men are born with equal 
rights. This principle is no mere 
theory, but a demonstrated law, the 
law upon which Herbert Spencer 
bases the whole structure of seciety, 
the principle which he has established 
as the foundation of morality. A 
despetic form of government is utter- 
ly inconsistent with this principle. No 
government is admissible but that 
which rests upon the will of the peo- 


ple. 

—We lately readin one of the ablest 
newspapers of San Francisco an arti- 
cle in which it was stated that civili- 
zation is going backward. We can- 
not accept suchaconclusion. It is 
contrary to the law of evolution, a 
netion at variance with the lesson 
taught by the natural history of man, 
Natural science has shown that the 
histery of life upon this earth is the 
story of a long course of development, 
that itis the narrative of a constant 
and uniform progress, threugl count- 
less ages, from lower to higher ferms. 
Progress is the great law of nature; 
races and nations may perish, but the 
fittest must survive. Men are not 
yet adapted to social life; it is net so 
long since mankind emerged frem 
barbarism. But adaptatien is con- 
stantly going on; itis a necessity of 
existence. There are forces underly- 
ing seciety which compel progress. 
We cannot see the daily growth of an 
oak, but time beholds it a perfect 
tree. 


EFFECTS OF GREAT FIRES. 


When a fire has swept away in a 
few hours, a town or city, the loss 
usually seems irreparable. Discour- 
agement is natural under such circum- 
stances. To see the flames consume 
in an hour the whole accumulatiens of 
a lifetime may well break down the 
stoutest heart. But in a wonderfully 
short time such disasters are repaired 
and business is resumed with increas- 
ed vigor. Fire often improves a town 
or city. The new buildings are 
usually of better material and appear- 
ance than those they replace. Exten- 
sive fires, of course, usually involve a 
great destruction of merchandise and 
other property, a loss to society that 
can never be made good. But the re- 
covery from such calamities has always 
been so rapid that the attention of 
political economists has been drawn to 
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the matter. How is it that a city, ut- 
terly consumed by fire, at once rises 
like a Phoenix, from its ashes; and 
that where to-day may be nuthing but 
smeking ruins, in a year will standa 
proud and populous city? The expla- 
natien is very simple. A conflagra- 
tion may destroy capital, but not the 
conditions which created it. The city 
may go, but the site is left. If it 
flourished befere the fire it, will again. 
The reason for its existence still re- 
mains. 

The recovery of individual wealth, 
destroyed in conflagrations, must nec- 
essarily beslow. But it has been re- 
marked that the privation which nec- 
essarily follows such disasters, brings 
abeut greatly increased economy. Men 
save where before they spent. Their 
business usually flourishes as befure, 
and they work harder. The result is 
rapid accumulation and the restora- 
tien of private fortunes. 

Rene is fast recovering from her 
late calamity. Goed, substantial 
buildings have in many cases replaced 
inferior ones. The work of restora- 
tion is still goiug on vigerously. In 
six menths Reno will be a better 
looking town than ever. To usea 
fereign idiom, there isa reasen for 
Reno. A town is needed here; a 
source of supply for the surrounding 
country, ashipping point for its.pro- 
ducts. And Reno is growing, and will 
centinue to grow with the develop- 
meat of the great natural resources of 
Nevada. 

Here are minerals waiting te be dug 
from the earth, trees to fell and lands 
to till. Here is unlimited water power 
for manufactures, Here is a dry and 
invigorating climate, a land of sun- 
shine, a soil that repays for every drop 
of water a grain of wheat. And Reno 
lies in one of nature's amphitheatres, 
encircled by grand mountain ranges, 
whose summits are white with perpet- 
ual snow. Bending over all is a sky 
of matchless blue, where snow-white 
clouds are ever drifting, or hovering 
over the meuntain tops. Four thous- 
and feet above the sea, the air is pure 
and dry and bracing, a constant 
draught of champagae to the spirits. 
Lassitude and ennui are here impossi- 
ble. This region is fitted te develop a 
race of men, in mental and bodily 
strength not to be surpassed by any 
people under the sun. 


THE COMING BATTLE, 


The Ohio campaign promises to be 
as exciting a one as she has ever had. 
Ewing is a very popular man with his 
party, and is very wordy although un- 
sopnd on money matters. He is an 
inflationist of the most rabid type, and 
will doubtless make all the capi- 
tal he can out of his peculiar theories. 
Foster, his opponent, will make a very 
lively fight, taking high grounds on 
finance, civil service and the recent 
appropriation bills. It is not likely 
that the bleedy shirt will be a very 
large facter in the fight, and it is to 
be hoped that it will not. There are 
plenty of issues ef the highest import- 
ance before the country without that, 
and we do not think it wise or honest, 
te fight political battles with no capi 
tal except the low state of morality in 
sections of the country. Great prin- 
ciples, involving most important in- 
terests for this pation, will be discuss- 
ed both this year and next, and we 
hope the leaders of the party will not 
mix in too much nigger with the na- 
tional currency, civil service, silver 
coinage, appropriation riders and 
other questions of a like nature. If 
sume s@uthern blackguard bastes a 
black man, we do net want our Nevada 
heart fired by stories of Democratic 
cruelty. We have a President, and he 
has attorneys and marshals who will 
at least keep us posted en any political 
persecution. Andeven if hecannot help 
it, and if the darkey man getsthe worst 
efacern or cetton trade, the whole 
Nerth need not go into hysterics over 
it. Let us fight this election through 
on high ground and win it on prin- 
ciple. 
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FREE COINAGE LAWS. 


There is a class of men engaged in 
the endeavor to secure the privilege 
fur parties owning silver to take it to 
the United States mints and have it 
coined into dollars containing an 
amount of metal which would be 
worth 83 or 84 cents in the market. 
The only way they can gain the least 
support for this scheme is by making 
their followers believe it would bring 
silver up in price, and at the same 
time make money more plenty. That 
a few really do believe this we do net 
doubt, but a great many advocate it 
for selfish and corrupt reasons. If we 
believed such an effect to be possible, 
the Gazette would be working with 
might and main for the success of the 
law, but we are entirely unable te see 
hew it would benefit the state at 
large, and peor men in particular, fer 
a few already rich men to be allowed 
to take 83 cents werth of silver to the 
mints, and after it is coined give them 
power by law to compel us poor fel- 
lews, who have ago silver mine, to 
take it fer 100 cents. The present 
methed is better. The govermment 
now gets the benefit ef the low price 
ef silver, and whatever silver works 
its way into circulation is a profit to 
the people ef 17 cents on the dollar. 
It seems to us, however, that the de- 
mand for silver would be greater and 
the price advanced by putting more 
silver into the dollar ef our daddies. 
If that were dene every one would be 
willing to take silver, and instead of 
millions of it lying in vaults on pur- 
pose fer it, it weuld be sought for all 
over the werld. lt would goto China 
and India in preference to English or 
German silver, and America would be 
the Jepot for the silver trade as she 
ought to be. Such a wise measure 
could easily be passed with the assis- 
tance of Nevada’s delegation, and we 
advise eur readers to think it over 
without prejudice. Free coinage of a 
depreciated dollar means hard times 
for all but the bonanza firm and a few 
silver producers. 


EDITORIAL NOTES, 


A correspondent ef the New York 
Sun, writing from Dallas, denies the 
story that Texas husbands are in the 
habit of calling upon their wives for 
their revolvers when they start for 
prayer meetings. He insinuates that 
the ministers have been lying about 
Texas. One minister had recently 
published an account of a number of 
tragedies that he had witnessed in 
Texas, while traveling through the 
country. The Sun correspondent 
does not entirely understand how the 
reverend gentleman could have wit- 
nessed events which occurred almost 
simultaneously at places hundreds ef 
miles apart, where there are no rail- 
roads. The writer says that the north- 
ern newspapers have lied about Texas 
because the state is Democratic. He 
gives the area of Texas, which is the 
largest state in the Union, and if his 
figures are correct there are fewer 
murderers to the square mile in Texas 
than is generally supposed. He states 
that a citizen of New York is in more 
danger of being clubbed by police- 
men than the traveler in Texas is of 
being robbed and beaten. It appears 
that, taking ita area into censidera- 
tion, Texas is a very moral state, al- 
though not an absolute paradise. 


A. F. Clark, who is under indict- 
ment for aiding the escape of Ander- 
son, one of the Tullis murderers, was 


Aruught befere the county court at 


Sacramente on Tuesday. His counsel 
tried to have the indictment quashed, 
on the ground that it “did not directly 
allege that Tullis was murdered,” and 
because of some other’ technical 
emission. The demurrer was taken 
under advisement. It is time for re- 
form in this matter of indictments. 
Thieves and murderers are constantly 
eluding punishment because of some 
flaw in indictments. The refurm of 


the abuse has been commenced in 


England. The laws of England are 
contained in some twenty thousand 
statutes. An eminent jurist has been 
engaged in framing a code of laws te 
embody this mass of statutes. 
code has been so drawn that an indict- 
ment can be amended in epen court. 
No such thing as quashing an indict- 
ment, on mere technical grounds, will 
hereafter be possible in England, 
should the proposed criminal code be 
adopted. Such a reform much 
needed in this country. The laws 
which permit the quashing of indict- 
ments were originally intended to pro- 
tect the rights ef prisooers. But they 
have become, in practice,loepholes for 
the escape of criminals.

A trip by rail frem San Francisco 
to Reno furnishes much foed for 
thought. A familiar journey now, 
but what a never-ending wonder is 
this railroad threugh the mountains, 
What a triumph of engineering to 
carve that railway through the Sierra. 
As ene climbs upward theusands of 
fect upon those narrow ribbons of 
steel, and listens to the tireless pant 
of the lecomotives, he is led to con- 
trast our civilizatien with the condi- 
tion of primitive man. He compares 
pre-histeric man coming out of his 
cave in the morning te kill something 
for his breakfast, with the railroad 
building man of to-day. There is a 
wide gap between the stone club and 
Pullman car. 


There are seme things from which 
newspaper offices are exempt. In ac- 
cordance with the Emersonian law of 
compensation, the newspaper man is 
free from some of the ills which befall 
men in callings that bring their rec 
ompense upor earth. The newspaper 
man always feels a sense of selfish 
satisfaction when he reads of a burg- 
lary. No burglar ever enters a news- 
paper office. There is only one case 
upon record of a newspaper office hav- 
ing been burglarized. The burglar 
was caught, but had ne difficulty in 
getting free en the ground of idiocy. 
He established his idiecy by proving 
that he was guilty of theoffence charged 
against him. That was sufficient. He 
was committed to an asylum, where 
he soon recovered the use of his fac- 
ulties. 


Nothing seems to pay so well now 
as foolhardiness and useless exhibitions 
of endurance. A man can make more 
money by pedestrianism in these hard 
times than he can b. any useful in- 
dustry. The last foolish exploit was 
the leap from the bridge overthe Ni- 
agara river, which was recently made 
in safety by some man with strong 
nerves and a weak head. It is aston- 
ishing that people can be found to 
patrenize such exhibitions. Human 
lifein jeopardy is the attraction in such 
perfermances. 


Nevada people distinguish a new 
arrival from the Califernia coast by 
the freshness of his complexion, as 
well as by his air of simplicity and in- 
necence. These signs soon disappear, 
however. The sagebrush quickly ab- 
sorbs the dewy freshness of his com- 
plexien, and his skin is seon well 
tanned by the sun and wind ef the 
plateau.

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SQCIALISM AND RECORD-UNIONISM 


E. L. Godkin, editor of the Nation, 
has been lecturing to the Bosten min- 
isters on the subject of socialisw. He 
thinks that the best cure for socialism 
is to make everybody save. (Godkip 
would cure the evil, by making the 
state its doctor. He weuld have tae 
state promete, by every possible plan, 
the habit of saving. This is Godkin’s 

Godkin would legislate so- 
cialism ont of the country. His idea 
reminds one of the old practice of 
beating the tin pan to hive the bees. 
When legislators shal! learn the rudi- 
ments of political economy, when 
dawns upon the congressional mind 
some perception of the basic laws of 
sociology, when the state shall have 
learned to honestly and efficiently exe- 
cute its proper duties, then govern- 
ment will be wo wise te attempt te 
purge society of its evils. Godkin 


would apply the homeopathic princi- 


ple of fcuring like with like. He 
would set demagogues to repair the 
mischief that demagogues have done. 
We trust that the government will not 
meddle with socialism. From any leg- 
islation on this matter, spare us, O 
Congressman. 

The Sacramento Record- Union, last 
Saturday, reviewed Gedkin and dis- 
cussed Socialism. We quote: “We 
de not think it is realized clearly 
enough that there are now so few ob- 
stacles to the free development of 
character in this country as to war- 
rant the claim of practically complete 
independence for the existing situa- 
tien."” The Record-Union may clearly 
realize what that sentence means, 
though we do not. But carefully 
picking our way through the devicus 
lines of the Sacramento thought, as 
embodied in a lengthy article, we find 
in the following passages the kernel 
of the Record-Union's wisdom. ‘The 
true reason why Socialism threatens 
te be formiable in this ceuntry is, that 
we have undertaken in our govern- 
mental scheme to form a social com- 
pact upon defiance of natural laws. 
We have formulated a paipable fallacy 
in eur theery ef universal equality, 
and it has vitiated our whole system. 
In allowing to ignorance, incapacity, 
and all the negative and destructive 
forces ef society, precisely the same 
pelitical rights with the positive and 
creative forces, we have doomed our- 
selves to aconflict which in the nature 
of things is net likely to find a termi- 
nation speedily.’’ 

The Record-Union declares te be “a 
palpable fallacy” that law of equal 
rights which is the fundamental prin- 
ciple of sociology, and the basis of 
morality. In law, it has been formu- 
lated by Blackstone, in politics by 
Mill, in ethics and social science by 
Spencer. The war ot independence 
was fought upon the issue of “no tax- 
ation without representation.” All 
representative gevernment is at least 
& partial recognition of thislaw. The 
Record-Union is a long ways behind in 
social scieuce to deny the existence of 
- equal rights. This law doesnot affirm 
that all men are equal, but that their 
rights are equal. It is true that not 
‘all men are fit to exercise the right of 
suffrage. Greenbackers are not fit to 
vote. But the Greenbacker and 
the silvery soft man have the same 
right to yote as the champien of hon- 
est money. It is too late to raise this 
question of suffrage. John Stuart 
Mill demonstrated that all history is 
but a record of the passuge of power 
from the hands of the few to the hands 
efthe many. The tendeucy of the 
age is towards Republicanism, towards 
the universal recognition of this prin- 
ciple of equal rights. Itis as useless 
to oppose it as to attempt to dam the 
Sacramento river with a Record-Union.

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A MARKED CONTRAST: 


There is a great difference between 
the population of this state and that of 
California. The men that toil in the 
mines, that till the soil, that cut the 
timber of Nevada, came to this state 
to work. They are working and are 
satisfied. ‘They have no Kearney, and 
no sand-lot. But over the mount- 
ains, in a land flowing with milk and 
honey, and wine and oil, where birds 
are ever singing in the sunshine, and 
winter never comes; there, in “God's 
country,” is the home of the most dis- 
contented peuple under the sun. No 
region so remote but has contributed its 
loafer to swell the population of Calli- 
fornia. They have come from the 
shores of the Baltic, and the islands of 
the Pacific; trom Australia, from 
Canada, from ¢very principality in 
Europe, and every state in America; 
no corner of the earth too far away to 
send its representative idler. They 
sought a loafer’s paradise, but found 
only a partial heaven; they still must 
work, not long, nor often, but some- 
times. Hence their discontent with 
the order ef things,their sand lot,their 
Kearney. They cry out against land 
monopoly,while the government offers, 
from millions of bread acres, their 
choice for a homestead. They growl 
at the excessive charges for water, 
while drinking only beer. They 
“want work,” but it must not be work 
in the country, for what is the goed of 
life away from Demecracy and the 
sand-lot? 

There isdanger to industry where 
the banana will ripen. Life in Cali- 
fornia is too easy. The rising géenera- 
tion in that state is growing up with 
a rooted dislike te any kind of bard 
work. The climate leads to idleness 
and improvideuce. Vice and pauper- 
ism threaten to develop fast among 
the growing populatien of California. 
Years will bring trouble there. But 
here im Nevada is a climate that stimu- 
lates to endeavor; a climate that has 
its summer and winter, a change of 
seasons that induces providence and 
begets industry. sWe meed net envy 
the Californians, Tor we are better off 
than they. Better to work in the 
snow than loaf in the sun; better te 
wrest a living from the soil than to 
wait for the bread fruit to ripen on 
the trees.

The Argonaut would not en- 
courage foreign immigration. It 
would change the naturalization laws. 
The foreigner sheuld not have a vote 
until he had lived in the country 
twenty-one years. Such adjectives as 
“vicious,” ‘‘foreign,”’ and ‘‘danger- 
eus” are commenly associated in the 
editorial columns of the Argonaut. 
That paper is getting notorious for its 
denunciation of the “lazy, whisky and 
beer guzzling foreigners.” There is 
something amusing in all this outery 
against foreigners. First the Span- 
iards stole California from the natives. 
Then the whisky guzzling Americanos 
crept into the country.

THE LAKE “AND BECK MILL. 


A Brief Di seription of the New Flour- 


ing '4ill now in Ceurse of Construc- 
tion, 


Lake & Beck's flouring mill, om the 
site of the old State mill, is being 
pushed forward te rapid cempletion. 
A large force of carpenters and labor- 
ersare busily cngaged on the work. 
When completed the mill will be more 
substantial and better arranged than 
it was fermerly. The full dimensions 


of the building are 68 x 70 teet. One 
portion of the building will be two 
stories in height, and the rest of it 
one story. There will be one store 
room 40 x 40 feet, and another 12 x 
66 feet; also an office in the frent part 
ofthe building. The milling roem 
is to be 30 x 60 feet in size, and two 
stories in height. 


THREE RUN OF STONE 
will be placed in the mill, two for 
grinding wheat and one for barley. 
what the capacity of the mill will be 
cannot be ‘stated as the size of the 
stones has net been settled upon. The 


motive power will be a 40-inch tur- 
bine water wheel. The tail race has 
been thoroughly cleaned out, and 
walled up with thick stone walls, and 
the foundations are of stene. The 
frame work of the mill is 
BUILT OF VERY HEAVY TIMBERS, 

and everything for solidity more tian 
show. Directly underneath the build- 
ing is a spring of the purest water, ip 
which a pump will be placed and 
water pumped up to supply the mill 
hands. Along the west, or frent side, 
will be a platform for teams to drive 
up to, and on the north side there will 
bea platferm, directly along which 
the railroad track will run. By this 
arrangement cars and wagons can 
be loaded and unleaded at the same 
time. When finished and in epera- 
tion, which will be some six weeks 
yet, it is the intention to turn out as 
fine flour as can be ground anywhere.

The Crops—The Fish—The Reservation 
and Mattérs in General. 


The large cottonwood trees along 
tha river are in full leaf, and ene can- 
cot help thinking, when passing 
through the groves, that the reserva- 
tien is the most attractive spot in Ne- 
vada. Grasshoppers are quite plenti- 
fulin Winnemucca valley and along 
the river below Wadsworth, but not 
numerous enough to de any damage 
to the crops. Tule Frank has been 
talking very loud abeut burning up 
five or six hundred billiens of young 
grasshoppers on hisranch. But it is 
hard to tell whether he knows a grass- 
hopper from a cricket. 

i have become so accustomed to 
handling an irrigating hoe in the 
past month, that it 1s with considera- 
ble effort that I again take up my pen 
for the purpose of giving you a few 
items from Roop county. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the sea- 
son has so far, been very cold 
and dry, crops, as a general thing, are 
leoking well.

Its Feunder, Friends, and Generally 
Prosperous Condition. 


The services at the Episcopalian 
church Sunday possess a peculiar 
interest, from the fact that their 
churches are never consecrated until! 
they are free from debt. The Lord 
does not want any second hand mort- 
gages. Nooprecan lay them up in 
heaven to be piling up compound in- 
terest for Him to draw on whev he 
gets done here. Newspaper offices 
are never consecrated. That shows 
that it is better to be a deorkeeper in 
the house of the Lord than torun a 
Gaily. The history of Trinity church 
is briefly as fellows: 

It was originated by Bishep Wita- 
ker in February, 1873. Rev. Wm. 
Lucas entered upon his duties as _rec- 
tor May 5th of the same year. In 
July a lot was purchased for church 
building purposes. The rectery was 
erected at that time. Services were 
held in the court-house. The first 
confirmation service was held in the 
court-house, when Bishop Whitaker 
administered the rite te six persons. 
On May 24th, 1874, the ground was 
first broken for the church building. 
October 12th it was formally opened 
for the

Bishop Whitaker preached the sermon 
te a large congregation. September 
ist, 1878, Rev. Mr. Lucas, on account

Rev. W. R. Jenvey, of Virginia City, 
was called tofill his place. Early ‘in 
Octeber of this same year Mr. Jenvey 
began the long delayed task ef com- 
pleting the church. This was accom- 
pl by the 17th day ef November, 
when the Bishop formally reopened it, 
an immense congregation being pres- 
ent. Mr. Jenvey has so managed it 
that at ne time was the church in 
‘debt. He, as an individual, was en- 
tirely responsible for it. The church 
heity iree from debt, was ready for 
consecration, but hopes being enter- 
tained that Mr. Lucas’ health would 
enable him to return, this ceremon 

was put eff. Continued ill health en- 
tirely preventing his return, he re- 
signed all claims to the parish. His 
— tion taking effect shout the first 
of May, Mr. Jenvey was called te the 
permanent rectofship, which call he 
accepted. In all there have been but 
twe recters in the history of the par- 
ish. The cost ef erection has been 
$6700. The Gazette seldom intrudes 
upen private affairs, but there is one 
man whe deserves henorable mention 
for his great service to this parish. B. 
F. Leete bas been earnest in his labors 
and us in his denations to Trin- 
ity church. spirit manifested is 
worthy of imitation by other mev of 
means. By the generosity of several 
friends like him and Mr. Jenvey,there 
is not a dollar of debt on the property.

THE COUNTERFEITER RECAPTURED.

BLUE TIMES IN SIERRA VALLEY. 


The Hoppers Making Hay while the 
San Shines. 


H. A. Smith, from Sumit, Plumas 
county, says the insect which was to 
kill the grasshoppers in Sierra valley 
has not appeared. He thinks they 
are not being killed to any great ex- 
tent by anything. The farmers around 


Sierraville say they are thicker at the 
south end of the valley than in his 
neighborhood, and* those living near 
him say it is impossible for them te be 
thicker anywhere than they are at 
the north end. Mr. Smith says there 
will net be five thousand pounds of 
grain raised in all that conntry, and 
less than a third of the usual crop of 
hay. A good many of the ranchers 
have turned their cattle in on their 
fields, and what they get will be stolen 
from the hoppers. In Long Valley 
the swarms are smaller, but the valley 
is so narrow that the destruction will 
be nearly as great.

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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK, 


Iecreased Activity in Manufactures, 
and a General Improvement in 
the Business Towns.

(New York Times.’ 

The Times has \ately gathered the 
opinions of many weil informed per- 
sons, living at about seventy-five dif- 
ferent points, regarding bu-iness in 
their several neighborhoods. The in- 
formation given by the Times, as well 
as that furnished elsewhere, justifies 
the hopeful feeling which is beginning 
te prevail, andin some departments 
of trade there is apparent a large de- 
gree of profitable activity. 

Threugheut New England the man- 
ufacteries are very generally working 
en full time, and some new ones are 
being started. Wages being low, a 
number of hands are employed, and 
the reports of town and other associa- 
tions for charitable relief indicate that 
the preportion of enforced idleness 
has been reduced to the lowest knewn 
for a half a dezen of years back. The 
cut of lamber in Maiue is estimated at 
75,000,000 feet, or mere than 10,000,- 
000 feet more than in 1878; but prices 
are lower even than last year. In 
Massachusetts the wheels of the mills 
are running briskly, and the turnout 
of goods is unusually great; but here 
as elsewhere, it requires close cipher- 
ing to keep the cost of preduction 
within the smal! price obtainable. An 
increasing demand has put up the 
price of wool, and woollen goods, es- 
pecially flannels,are much sought after 
so that many of the mills have sold 
ahead of their production. The de- 
mand for cettons, though not so great 
as earlier in the season, continues ac- 
tive at advanced prices, and a still 
further increase in the near future is 
anticipated. The gain both io number 
and value of the packages of cottons 
exported so far this year, as compared 
with the corresponding period in 1878, 
is almost fifty per cent., and the busi- 
ness.is in so healthy a cendition that 
the Journal of Commerce feels justi 
fied in saying that ‘‘the ball has been 
setin motion, and it is confidently 
predicted by the most conservative, 

so Continue for the remainder of 
this ert and several more years, 
though at intervals it may be retarded, 
not stopped, by periods ef excessive 
heat or cold.” 

The market fer leather, hides and 
shoes is also brisk, the inquiry of late 
being especially active, with decided 
‘imprevements in prices. All the mills 
in Rhode Island, except these former 
ioutes by the Atlantic Delaine 

pany, Which were recently sold 

by a receiver and will be seon at work, 
are running or full time. Io the Con- 
necticut carriage business, one of the 
important industries of the state, the 
feeling is better than it has been for} 
five yous past, and the stock on hand 
has well nigh exhausted by the 
spring demand. The cotton and 
woolen manufacturers complain, how- 
ever, of a greater advance in the raw 
materials than in the fabrics, but, 
though profits are reduced, sales are 
increasing. Every manufactory in 
central New York is running on full 
time, none have been closed during 
the year,andsevera! new ones have been 
established. The North River iron 
furnaces are in full blast, and the oth- 
er industries of the state are flourish- 
ing on a brisk trade with small profits. 
Never in the history of Paterson, N. 
J., were so many people employed in 
the mills as at the present time. The 
Trenton potteries, iron works and ma- 
chine shops have hard work to kee 
up with their erders, and even wit 
the greatly reduced prices—locomo- 
tives, for instance, selling for less than 
half what they brought a few years 
ago—the business of New Jersey is in 
& presperous condition, both for the 
workmen and employers. Like re- 
= come from the miniog and manu- 

acturing ivterests of Pennsylvania. 
Though the prices of coal are low, the 
cval mines are running on full time, 
and the iron companies are at work 
night and day in some cases. 

From the south grag reports 
are sent regarding the condition of 
trade and‘manufactures. The freduc- 
tion of the tcbacco taxes has given a 
remarkable impetus to the tobacco 
business. In Norfolk, Va., there is 
the prospect of an immense trade in 
fruits and vegetables. North Carolina 
reports a steady revival of business 
throughout the state, but from 
Charleston the accounts are not so 
favorable. The outlook in Georgia, 
Alabama, Tennessee and Texas is 
bright, and New Orleans is only held 
baek by fears of yellow fever. The 
sime story can be told of the 
west, which is now feeling the effects 
of the splendid harvest ef last year, 
and hopefully anticipating abundant 

during the com!ng season.

Ralph Waldo Emerson on the Greatest 
of Mental Faculties. 


[From the Boston Globe.| 


The announcement that Mr. Emer- 
son would deliver his lecture on mem- 
ory yesterday afternoon in this city, 
brought together as many people, 
ladies and gentlemen, at 4 Park 
street, as the spacious rooms at ‘that 
place would hold, The lecturer began 
by saying that memery was the lead- 
ing faculty of the mind. It was the 
principle of gravity which kept all 
other faculties cohesively together and 
prevented them flying off in the whirl 
of action. Maun’s memory was the 
cement, the matrix which contained 
the varieus particles of which his in- 
telligence was composed. Its action 
was to collect and re-collect all the 
experiences of life. It seized hold of 
history wherever it wasto be found, 
in books, in observation, in meditation 
or elsewhere, and laid it away in the 
recessesfof the mind in a mysterious 
fashion, becoming a store-house of 
kaowledge for present aod future use. 
This knowledge ofteu lay dermant for 
years, but at the proper time asserted 
itself, if properly stored, in a myste- 
rious way. Memory was the priocipal 
<p in settling the intellectual rank 
of men. Twe men might start out en 
terms of mental equality. Beth 
should read the same books, and living 
side by side have the same advantages 
of experience. But one read and ob- 
served differently from the other. 
The one fixed what he saw and heard 
in his mind; the other allowed it to 
slip from him. The minds of the two 
men then resembled the difference be- 
tween a well and ee censtructed 
teol. Fer example, a finely made 
watch, or asharp and perfectly tem- 
pered knife-blade represented one 
mind, while the other was a clumsily 
manufactured article. It was said of 
Humbeldt that he remembered every 
book he ever read, and everything he 
ever saw, in perfectieo. This was the 
case with most of the men of 
history. Nearly all of the werld's 
mest remarkable orators, poets, states- 
men, wits, soldiers, philosophers, sci- 
entists, etc. were men of tenacious 
memory. Quintillian had said that 
memory was genius. While this was 
true in the main,it did not always fol- 
lew that men of genius it. 
Isaac Newton was a remarkable ex- 
ception. He ceuld not remember 
oftentimes his own great works with- 
out trouble; and Newton’s genius was 
undoubted. Themistecles, on the 
other hand, remembered everything. 
On one occasion an admirer asked the 
great Athenian how he could remem- 
ber everything. ‘I would rather 
teach you howto forget everything,” 
was the reply. But this was wit aod 
not reason, said the lecturer. It had 
been said that the affections or fcel- 
ings were the greatest incentives to 
memory. The senses or passions lead 
mento remember. Napoleon cared 
nothing for Alexandrine verse, but not 
one line of his army returns was ever 
absent from his mind. Scipio knew 
nearly every man by face and name 
in his army; Seneca could repeat 2000 
werds of a poem only once heard; 
Mithriadates, whe commanded an 
army made up ofall the nations of 
the glebe, could converse in all their 
representative languages. The Prince 
of Orange on one occasion saw Grotius 
standing by out of cur.osity, during 
the roll call of one of his regiments. 
Having heard much of Grotius mem- 
ory, he asked him if he could remem- 
ber the names which had been read. 
Grotius astounded the prince by giv- 
ing all the names in inverse order. A 
great scholar had once been deprived 
by an enemy of a much loved boek. 
His enemy thought he had cenquered 
him, but the scholar re-wrote the 
book from memory, and defied his 
enemy. Asa further illustration of 
the memory being strong when the 
feelings are enlisted, the lecturer said 
aman never forgets a debt due him- 
self, aor,as Dr. Johnson says, who 
kicked him last. The late Jobn 
Brown of Ossawatemie and — 
Ferry fame was fond of sheep farm- 
ing, and had at one time 3000 sheep, 
each ene of which he _ could 
single out from any vther flock into 
which it might have strayed. In his 
own town of Concord, his neighber, 
Mr. Abel Norton, who dealt in horses 
and was yery fond ef them, could re- 
member at a glance any one of the 
hundreds of animals he had ever 
seen. Horses which had been sent 
years ago to various parts of Massa- 
chusetts by Mr. Norton sometimes 
came back to Concord, and were at 
once recognized by him as they were 
drivea along the street. 


An Eastern View of Socialism.

The Socialists of Chicago and San 
Francisco are making one strange 
blunder, which it is worth while to 
point out. As most of them are me- 
chanics with slender wages, they take 
it fer granted that all mechanics feel 
as they do. Now, most mechanics of 
New England, being skilled workmen 
of a high order, earn generous wages, 
many of them having en an average 
as good an inceme as the average 
member of a so-called higher profes- 
sion. These men, the very backbone 
of New England labor, will not be 
easily carried away by the ideas of 
Preudhon, Owen; Lassalle or Denis 
Kearney. This should teach the Se- 
cialists of the west one very im 
tant lesson, namely, that their troubles 
are less due to social than to individ- 
ual causes.
